6. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kouji, 
JP5901914. 

Kouji discloses a lubrication system for a crankshaft comprising: 

• A crankpin (32) attached to a crank web (31) integrally provided with a 
journal portion (27) to form said crankshaft (26) 

• A roller bearing (33) mounted on an end portion of said connecting rod 
(34) and fitted to said crankpin (32) 

• A lubricating-oil discharge opening (65) communicating with a lubricating- 
oil supply path (56) formed in said crankshaft (26), said opening (65) being 
formed on an end face of said crank web (31) 

• Wherein the lubrication oil is discharged from said opening (65) to an end 
portion of said bearing (33, see Figure 6) 

• Wherein said crankshaft (26) is formed by a plurality of shaft elements (left 
and right of connecting rod 34) each having a journal portion (27 and 28) 
and a crank web (30 and 31) integrally formed therewith; and the crankpin 
(32) connects the shaft elements by an attachment hole (where pin 32 is 
located) formed in each of the crank webs (30 and 31 )
